To the inhabitants of the town of Farmington qualified 
to vote in town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet in the town hall in said 
Farmington on Tuesday, the eighth day of March 
next, at nine of the clock in the forenoon to act 
upon the following subjects: 


Article 1. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise to defray the expenses for the ensuing 
year and make appropriations for the same. 

Article 2. To see if the town will vote to appropriate 
the money received from the state to the current 
expense fund. 


Article 3. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the amount of money necessary to 
secure the state portion of the maintenance fund for 
state highways. 

Article 4. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the amount of money necessary to se- 
cure the state portion of the maintenance fund for 
the care of highways, agreeable to Chapters 80, 84, 
85 of the Public Laws. 

Article 5. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise on a hundred of valuation for the 
repairs and improvements of highways and bridges 
for the ensuing year. 

Article 6. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to authorize the selectmen to hire for the pur- 
pose of paying the debt of the town for the ensuing 
year. 
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Article 7. To see if the town will vote to buy a surety 
bond for its clerk and treasurer. 


Article 8. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of money to be used in extermi- 
nating moths. 


Article 9. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate to the Clarence L. 
Perkins Post, No. 60, American Legion, to be used 
for Memorial day purposes May 30, 1932. 

Article 10. To see if the town will vote to apply the 
balance of $295.58 available for the purpose of 
erecting a band stand at Fernald park to the parks, 
playgrounds and skating rink expense. This amount 
to be intrusted to the Farmington Woman’s Club, 
to be expended under the supervision of the select- 
men. 


Article 11. To see what sum of money the town will | 
vote to raise and appropriate for the support of the 
public library. 

Article 12. To see if the town wishes to make any 
change in the salaries of the town officials and rate 
of pay of employees. 

Article 18. To see if the town will vote to empower the 
selectmen to appoint a road agent. 


Article 14. To see what action the town wishes to take 
relative to the provisions in Chapter 155 of the Pub- 
lic Laws, 1931, Section 5A, Chapter 3885, Amend- 
ment, relating to observance of the Lord’s Day. 

(a) To see if the town will vote to permit retail 
trade on the Lord’s Day. 

(b) To see if the town will vote to allow games, 
sports and exhibitions of physical skill to which ad- 
mission is charged or for which donations are ac- 
cepted on the Lord’s Day, providing same are not 
held before one o’clock in the afternoon. 
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(c) To see if the town will vote to allow motion 
picture and vaudeville performances on the Lord’s 
Day, providing same are not held before six o’clock 
in the afternoon.

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STATEMENT BY THE SELECTMEN 


TO THE CITIZENS AND TAXPAYERS 
OF FARMINGTON, NEW HAMPSHIRE: 


This report of receipts and expenditures, we 
believe, represents the actual financial conditions of the 
town at the closing of the fiscal year, January 31, 1932. 
All bills and liabilities have been paid or reported as 
liabilities. The assets, so far as we can determine, are 
actual. Items such as bridge plank, fence railing, and 
various amounts due from the state treasurer, which are 
not actually due, are not included. 


You will note the net debt of the town increased 
$334.25 over the previous year. It may be well to say 
that sufficient taxes were assessed to reduce the town 
debt 45,500.00, but due to conditions, over which we had 
no control, such as the increased cost of town charities, 
approximately $1,300.00, the cost of the Central street 
bridge, $2,400.00, reduction in the credit received from 
the state on interests and dividends, $1,700.00 over the 
previous year, and the damage and legal expense of 
$1,500.00, these aggregated amounts would account for 
the increase in the net debt. 


This is a year of emergency in town finances. 
We recommend that appropriation and expenditures be 
heavily reduced. If this is done now, we shall be on a 
normal basis again quicker than if we adopt half-way 
measures. 

Construction programs, new highways, and new 
apparatus can well wait until we are in a position to 
pay for them without borrowing money. Such projects 
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should be postponed at your town meeting. Applica- 
tions for state aid road construction is not compulsory, 
but entirely voluntary on the part of the town. 


We suggest that the method of electing a road 
agent be changed to appointment by the board of select- 
men. This suggestion is not made with any reflection 
on the present road agents who have served you the past 
year with exceptional ability and integrity, and have 
cooperated with the selectmen to the fullest extent. 
Your board of selectmen, if they are to handle your 
town finances economically, should have full control 
over one of the largest expenditures of the town budget 
(the town highway appropriation). 

The method previously practiced of applying the 
credits received from the state to the current expense 
fund does not seem practical. We suggest a definite 
amount be appropriated at the town meeting to cover 
each item of current expense. In that way the _ possi- 
bility of the credits received from the state, being more 
or less of an amount to cover these various items, is 
eliminated, and gives a more accurate amount to be 
‘aised by taxation.
